In fact, radio 
broadcasts of baseball games, long before the days 
of television, are what helped to turn it into 
“America’s National Pastime.” 

It is with that history in mind that we are 
pleased to announce the inaugural Grand Slam DX 
Challenge. 

Originating from an idea between DX Central's 
Loyd Van Horn (W4LVH) and Sean Kutzko 
(KX9X), the Grand Slam DX Challenge (GSDXC) 
once again honors the link between radio and 
baseball by challenging hobbyists to log as many 
radio stations, from as many Major League 
Baseball teams, as possible during the MLB 
regular season. 

The premise is simple: A participant should try 
to receive as many stations — and from as many 
different Major League Baseball teams - as 
possible. The broadcasts must be from the team- 
sanctioned radio network broadcast (national 
broadcasts from networks such as_ ESPN, 
Westwood One, etc. do not count). 

There are nine entry categories that a 
participant can choose from, and include AM 
only, FM only or both AM and FM submissions. 

To register or submit loggings for the challenge, 
visit their site: grandslamdxchallenge.com. The 
full rules and scoring system for the challenge also 
available on the same site.

It’s been an eventful time since the last Musing. In early March my wife and I enjoyed a very special 
trip to Turks & Caicos — a milestone birthday gift, long planned and saved for. I took an SDR and 
recorded several hours of the full AM band and reviewed it all when we came home. I wrote up the 
whole thing and sent it to Bruce Conti who has already published it. Thanks Bruce! 

Once that was done, it was time to catch up on several weeks of recordings from the home shack, 
mostly on the south beverage. March 24th was doubly interesting. The aurora that many reported 
already, and (shock!) my one and only superlocal, WAXB-850 in Ridgefield, CT apparently 
experienced equipment problems and was off the air for several hours at sunset. In its place on 850 
was WTAR-VA “The Coast 96.5” (with an enjoyable playlist), some periods of WEEI-MA, and a brief 
appearance of WKIX “Oldies 8-50” in Raleigh, NC (new). Local WAXB exploded back on air at 19:58 
Eastern. Also interesting was 860, normally buried by slop. Someone with religious preaching faded 
in around 19:05 then cut carrier abruptly at 19:15. The same thing happened again, this time with 
gospel music that faded in around 19:20 and then cut off in mid-song at 19:30. I think both would be 
new if only they’d IDed.
